UREA. 


The Board of Trade give notice that representations 
have been made to them under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, regarding the article, Urea. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 


‘The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section One of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such 
period as may be specified in the Order, any article 
in respect of which the Board of Trade are satisfied 
on a representation made by a consumer of that article 
that the article is not made in any part of His 
Majesty’s Dominions in quantities which are sub- 
stantial having regard to the consumption of that 
article for the time being in the United Kingdom, 
and that there is no reasonable probability that the 
article will within a reasonable period be made in His 
Majesty’s Dominions in such substantial quantities.’’

The Report has been prepared by the Sampling and 
Analysis of Coal Committee of the Fuel Research Board, 
and the methods described have been adopted by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research for the 
purposes of its work on coal. 

The methods recommended are the result of extensive 
investigations carried out by the members of the Com- 
mittee in their own laboratories. A number of changes 
have been made in the methods given in the Interim 
Report mentioned above, and these have been incor- 
porated in the revised Report, which is now published 
for general information. 








UNITED KINGDOM - MEXICO. 





REVOLUTIONARY CLAIMS CONVENTION. 


The following statement has been received from the 
Foreign Office for publication : — 

A Convention has been concluded between the British 
and Mexican Governments for the adjustment of 
pecuniary claims for losses incurred by British subjects 
in Mexico on account of revolutionary acts which 
occurrred between November, 1910, and May, 1920. 

Claims of this kind are to be submitted to a Com- 
mission composed of a British, a Mexican and a neutral 
member. The Commission will take cognisance of two 
classes of claims for damages arising from revolutionary 
action, viz., direct and indirect claims. Direct claims 
are for losses or damages suffered either directly by 
British subjects or by British companies directly holding 
the property affected. Indirect claims are those for 
losses or damages suffered by British subjects in- 
directiy—i.e., by reason of their holdings in non-British 
companies operating in Mexico. In the case of indirect 
claims it will be necessary, if the claim is to come before 
the Anglo-Mexican Revolutionary Claims Tribunal, that 
at least 51 per cent. of the interest in the non-British 
company in question shall have been held by British 
subjects at the time the damages were sustained. Such 
claimants must also produce documentary evidence from 
the company that the company make over to the 
claimants the proportionate share of the company’s 
rights in the matter of damages. 





PERIOD or Loss or DAMAGE. 


The Convention lays down that the losses or damages 
in respect of which the Commission is to take cognisance 
of claims ‘‘must have been caused during the period 
included between 20th November, 1910, and 31st Mav. 
1920, inclusive, by one or any of the following forces : — 

“1. By the forces of a Government de jure or 
le facto. 

“2. By revolutionary forces which, after the triumph 
of their cause, have established Governments de jure or 
de facto, or by revolutionary forces opposed to them. 

‘" 3. By forces arising from the disjunction of those 
mentioned in the next preceding paragraph, up “to the 
time when a de jure Government had been established, 
after a particular revolution. 

“4. By forces arising from the disbandment of the 
Federal Army. 

‘5. By mutinies or risings, or by insurrectionary 
forces other than those referred to under sub-division 2, 
3 and 4 of this Article, or by brigands, provided that, in 
each case, it be established that the competent authori- 
ties omitted to take reasonable measures to suppress the 
insurrections, risings, riots, or acts of brigandage in 
question, or to punish those responsible for the same; 
or that it be established, in like manner, that the 
authorities were blameable in any other way. 

‘*The Commission shall also deal with claims for losses 
or damages caused by acts of civil authorities, provided 
such acts were due to revolutionary events and disturbed 
conditions within the period referred to in this Article, 
and that the said acts were committed by any of the 
forces specified in sub-divisions 1, 2 and 3 of this 
Article.’’ 

From the above it will be seen that it is important 
that claimants should furnish as complete evidence as 
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possible to establish the identity of the forces responsible 
for the acts giving rise to their claims. 
BRITISH CLAIMANTS’ PROCEDURE. 

It is to be noted that under the terms of the Con- 
vention His Majesty’s Government undertake not to 
present to the Mexican Government, otherwise than 
under the Convention, any claims for losses or damages 
arising in the manner and during the period above men- 
tioned. It is important that any British subjects or 
companies with claims of this nature against the 
Mexican Government should in their own interests at 
once communicate with the Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs at the Foreign Office, drawing atten- 
tion to any claims which they have already filed with 
the Foreign Office or with His Majesty’s Legation or 
Consulate in Mexico City, and furnishing any further 
particulars which may appear necessary in the light of 
the above résume of the terms of the Convention. Any 
British subjects or companies who have not yet formally 
filed with the Foreign Office or with His Majesty’s 
Legation or Consulate in Mexico City a documented 
statement of their claim should at once communicate 
with the Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs at 
the Foreign Office, giving as full particulars as possible.

The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports 
that a Royal Order, Ministry of Fomento No. 71, dated 
9th March, and published in the Madrid ‘‘ Gazette ’’ of 
llth March, lays down that, in future, provisional 
guarantees to be deposited by tenderers for State Rail- 
way construction may be paid either in cash or in any 
kind of State securities. The condition that the deposit 
must consist of State securities, of which 50 per cent. 
must be bonds of the Railway Debt, has been abrogated.

MINERAL OIL REFINING IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 





PRODUCTION IN 1926 AND 1925. 


Although the refining of oil produced by retorting 
Scottish shale has been carried on for many years, the 
refining of crude petroleum (all of which, except a 
trifling amount from one well in Derbyshire, has to be 
imported) has only recently become of importance in this 
country. The growth of the industry in recent years 
is indicated by the figures of imports of crude petroleum, 
which from one million gallons in 1913, 74 million 
gallons in 1919, and 4 million gallons in 1920 rose 
suddenly in 1921 to 101 million gallons (of which 
90 million gallons were from Persia) and increased 
steadily to 569 million gallons in 1925, falling back 
slightly to 539 million gallons in 1926. Approximately, 
14 per cent. of the world’s production in 1926 was 
refined in Great Britain. The chief sources of the crude 
petroleum imported in 1926 were Persia (419 million 
gallons, as compared with 381 in 1925), Venezuela 
(64 million gallons, as compared with 151 in 1925), 
Mexico (38 million gallons, as compared with 27 in 
1925), Colombia (74 ‘million gallons), and the United 
States (54 million gallons). British countries (Trinidad 
and Sarawak) contributed a little over 2 million gallons. 
These figures do not, however, show the actual through- 
put of raw material, since the quantities refined in any 
year are not necessarily the same as the quantities im- 
ported in that year, and, apart from oil included in the 
Customs Returns as crude, certain other kinds of im- 
ported petroleum, mainly kerosene, from Roumania and 
Russia, were treated by refining or cracking. 


THROUGHPUT AND OUTPUT. 

Information furnished to the Petroleum Department 
of the Board of Trade by the courtesy of the companies 
concerned shows that the total output of liquid products 
from their refineries in Great Britain (including crack- 
ing plants, the output from which, however, is relatively 
small) was 554 million gallons, in addition to certain 
quantities of asphalt, pitch and wax. These products 
were derived from distilling (and, to a small extent, 
cracking) 576 million gallons of petroleum (of which, 
approximately, 80 per cent. was crude oil, about 15 per 
cent. was semi-refined oil, and 5 per cent. was kerosene), 
together with 40 million gallons of oil and naphtha 
obtained by retorting Scottish shale. Detailed figures 
for 1926, with comparative figures for the preceding

It will be seen that of the 677 million gallons of motor 
spirit (petrol) retained in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland in 1926 for consumption or replenishing stocks* 
133 million gallons (or 20 per cent.) were manufactured 
in this country, the corresponding figure for 1925 being 
487 million gallons retained, of which 26 per cent. was 
manufactured in this country. As regards kerosene, 
204 million gallons were retained in 1926, of which 
18 per cent. was of home manufacture (as against 165 
million gallons retained and 33 per cent. home manu- 
facture in 1925). In the case of fuel oil 359 million 
gallons were retained in the country and 253 million 
gallons shipped for the use of steamers engaged in the 
foreign trade, and of this total of 612 million gallons 
35 per cent. was home produced (the corresponding 
proportion in 1925 being 42 per cent.).

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GOLD COAST COLONY. 





REMARKABLE TRADE EXPANSION. 


For the fifth year in succession the external maritime 
trade of the Gold Coast has increased, states the 
Governor’s Address to the Legislative Council at the 
Opening Session in March. The tonnage of im- 
ports and exports rose in 1926 to 998,000, an 
advance of 72,000 on the 1925 figures and a record in 
the history of the Colony. The value of the ship-borne 
trade, exclusive of bullion and coin, was £19,617,000, 
an increase of approximately £1,000,000 over 1925. 
This is greater than in any previous year, with the 
exception of 1920, when the ‘‘ boom ”’ values of both 
imports and exports were at a fictitiously high level. 

One satisfactory feature of Gold Coast trade is that the 
average annual value of the Colony’s exports in the last 
three years has exceeded by £1,640,000 the average 
annual value of its imports. In 1926 this excess was 
£2,383,000. Never before has the trade balance of the 
Colony been so highly satisfactory.

CHIEF IMPORTS AND EXxpPoRTs IN 1926. 


The value of maritime imports, exclusive of bullion 
and specie, into the Colony last year was £8,617,000, a 
small decrease on 1925. The principal articles showing 
increases were beer and ale, stout and porter, biscuits, 
coal and coke, motor spirit, rubber tyres and silk manu- 
factures. Those showing decreases included cotton piece- 
goods, canned fish and gin. 

Motor vehicles imported into the Gold Coast during 
1926 numbered 1,623, of which 28 per cent. only were 
British, while 67 per cent. were of American origin. 
Similarly, out of 4,657 motor vehicles licensed on 
30th September, 1926, only 1,050, including 608 motor 
cycles, were British. There is a serious failure on the 
part of manufacturers in the United Kingdom to satisfy 
the chief requirement of the Gold Coast, which is a light 
motor lorry. 

As regards the export trade, shipments of cocoa 
established a new record in 1926 for both quantity and 
value at 230,840 tons and £9,183,290 f.o.b. (including 
the export duty of £1 3s. 4d. per ton) respectively, or 
12,689 tons and £961,027 more than in the previous 
year. In December last the largest shipment of cocoa 
from the Colony in any one month was made, the 
quantity being 46,821 tons as against the previous 
highest of 36,031 tons in January, 1923. The December 
export was admittedly stimulated by the high prices then 
ruling, but the shipment of such a tonnage in one month 
is a direct tribute to the improved internal transport 
facilities of the Colony. 

With the exception of kola nuts and mahogany the 
exports of every article (cocoa, manganese ore, sisal 
hemp, palm kernels, palm oil, copra, gold, diamonds, 
raw cotton, rubber) increased in quantity and value 
during the year under review. Although the steps taken 
by Government to develop the cotton industry in the 
Northern Territories and Mandated area of Togoland 
have not yet had time to take effect, it is most satisfactory 
to note that exports of cotton increased by nearly 
16,000 lbs. in 1926. Exports of sisal hemp also showed 
a satisfactory advance over 1925 of 280 tons, representing 
an increase in value of £11,198. 

Although cotton, sisal and copra form at present only 
minor exports the increases promise well, the Governor 
states, for the energetic steps which are being taken to 
develop the three industries on more scientific lines. 


Future or TRADE—A ForwarpD Po.icy. 


So far as the future is concerned the policy of Govern- 
ment is directed towards doubling the value of the Gold 
Qoast trade in the next ten years. In this connection

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it must be remembered that the commerce of the Colony 
has nearly trebled in value in the past ten years and that 
there remain to be fully developed such new industries as 
shea nut, ground nut and cotton growing, hides and 
skins, fruit, and sisal, besides appreciable additions to 
exports of rubber and oil palm products. The value of 
mineral exports should also be largely increased by the 
active steps which are now being taken to exploit the 
almost limitless bauxite deposits. 


SHIPPING. 

During last year 867 vessels with a total registered 
tonnage of 2,407,509 called at Gold Coast ports. This 
was an increase of 107 ships and 316,704 tons over the 
previous year. Of the total tonnage 55°93 per cent. 
was British, 1240 per cent. French, 1047 per cent. 
Dutch, 9°29 per cent. German and 573 per cent. United 
States. 

FINANCE. 

At the time of the Governor’s Address the actual 
Revenue for the financial year 1925-26 could not be 
stated, but it was apparent that it would be in the 
neighbourhood of £4,200,000, the highest ever recorded 
in the history of the Gold Coast. The last five years 
have seen the revenue of the Colony increase by an 
average of £240,000 per annum. The Colony has a 
Reserve Fund and a supplementary Reserve Fund and, 
after setting aside these funds, had for 3lst March, 1927, 
an estimated aggregate surplus balance in excess of assets 
over liabilities of about £2,029,000.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN MARCH. 








BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As registered at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
in March averaged 1°4 per cent. lower than in February, 
the index numbers for the two months being 84°6 and 
85°8 respectively (1924=100). A lower index is shown 
for each of the three groups relating to food, cereals 
having cheapened by 0°9 per cent., meat and fish by 
6°2 per cent., and miscellaneous food by 3°2 per cent., 
these three reductions yielding an average fall of 3°5 per 
cent. in the wholesale price of food. The general average 
for industrial materials in February and March differed 
only by 0°1 per cent., the lower figure being recorded 
for the later month. Cotton rose in March by 3:0 per 
cent., and other textile materials by 1:3 per cent., 
while iron and steel fell by 0°7 per cent., other metals 
and minerals by 2°4 per cent., and miscellaneous 
materials by 0°7 per cent.

The index for all articles for the first quarter of 
1927 is 85°6, compared with 88°6 for the first quarter 
of 1926. The corresponding quarterly figures for food 
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are 90°7 for 1927 and 92°7 for 1926, and those for 
industrial materials for the two periods are 82°9 and 
86°4 respectively. 

Among cereals the only variations of note in the 
average prices for February and March were recorded 
for British malting barley and for maize, the former 
showing the usual seasonal fall, the superior qualities 
having been disposed of in earlier months. From the 
middle of February to the end of March La Plata maize 
was reduced from 7s. to 6s. 4d. per 100 lbs. The fall 
of over 6 per cent. in the meat and fish group was mainly 
attributable to the price movements in respect of im- 
ported beef and to further seasonal reductions in egg 
prices. English and Scotch beef, new Zealand lamb, 
pork and fish were cheaper also, while Scotch and 
English mutton were somewhat dearer on the average 
in March than in February. First quality Argentine 
chilled beef fell to 44d. per lb. for hindquarters during 
the first half of March, and to 2{d. per lb. for fore- 
quarters at the end of the month; these two qualities 
of beef averaged over $d. per lb. cheaper in March than 
in February, and Argentine frozen beef, fores and hinds, 
averaged over 4d. per lb. cheaper. Irish eggs of first 
quality fell during March from 16s. 6d. to Ils. per 
120, and Danish eggs from 14s. 14d. to lls. 7$d. per 
120. In the middle of February there was an upward 
movement in egg prices, Irish being quoted at 21s. and 
Danish at 19s. 3d. per 120. In the group of miscel- 
laneous foods lower prices were recorded for imported 
butter, New Zealand cheese, sugar, onions, apples and 
oranges, and higher prices for potatoes in Birmingham 
and for tea. Danish butter averaged 180s. per cwt. in 
the last week of March, and New Zealand butter 158s. 
per cwt., compared with 192s. for the former and 176s. 
for the latter in the first week of February. During the 
same period New Zealand cheese fell from 98s. 6d. to 
84s. per cwt. 

Among the twenty-four items of the iron and steel 
sroup the prices of two were increased in March, all 
other changes showing reductions. Pig iron, hematite, 
West. Coast mixed numbers, was advanced by 5s. to 
100s. 6d. per ton at the end of the month, and steel 
hoops, Staffs., by 10s. to £11 per ton in the middle of 
the month. Tinplate and sheet bars at £6 10s. per 
ton were 5s. per ton cheaper than in February, and 
galvanised corrugated steel sheets fell from £16 per ton 
at the beginning of February to £15 2s. 6d. per ton 
early in March. Coal prices cheapened on the average 
by 5 per cent. Electrolytic copper, English lead, tin 
and zinc became dearer. In cotton materials the 
largest advances were in the yarn prices. Three of the 
quoted yarns of American cotton advanced from the 
opening of February to the close of March by #d., 14d. 
and 11d. per lb., and each of the three quoted yarns of 
Egyptian cotton rose by lid. per lb. Each of the seven 
descriptions of cotton cloth included in the calculation 
became dearer. Other articles which became dearer 
were raw wool, woollen yarns, linen yarns and rubber, 
while among those which cheapened were included: raw 
hemp, tallow, linseed oil, ox and heifer hides, and 
cowhides.

A comparison of the average prices for the 53 articles 
of food in March with those for February shows 13 
increases and 31 decreases; none of the increases 
amounted to as much as 7 per cent., 10 being of less 
than 5 per cent.; the decreases include 19 of less than 
5 per cent. and 8 of more than 10 per cent. Among 
the 97 prices of industrial materials there are shown 37 
increases, none of which reached 6 per cent., and 30 
decreases, including 24 of less than 5 per cent. and two 
of more than 10 per cent.

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The foreign exchange market was quiet during March, 
apart from a renewed demand for pesetas. Sterling on 
New York showed some improvement and lire were also 
better. 

French francs, which closed at 123:995 to the £ on 
the Ist, were virtually stationary from the 8th to the 
end of the month, a closing quotation of 124:0 being 
recorded on fifteen days and of 124-050 on six days 
during that period. Italian lire improved during March 
from a closing quotation of 110°800 on the 1st to 105°700 
on the 31st, with a lowest closing quotation of 105-400 
on the 18th. A further improvement to a rate of 102-900 
was recorded at the close on Ist April. 

Spanish pesetas have continued to improve, on balance, 
during the present year. The closing rates on the 
Ist January, February and March were 31-660, 28°840 
and 28°900 respectively ; an irregular downward tendency 
continued during March, with closing rates of 26-915 
(lowest of the month) on the 28th and 27°190 on the 31st. 

There was a firmer tendency in the dollar exchange 
during March, the weekly averages of 4°852, 4°853, 
4°855 and 4°857 indicating the steadiness of the improve- 
ment. Quotations for belgas, Swiss francs and Dutch 
guilders moved in favour of sterling, and the Berlin rate 
also favoured sterling, on balance, during March. In 
contrast, in spite of the higher New York-London rate 
during March, the quotations for sterling on the 
Norwegian and Swedish exchanges were, on balance, 
slightly in favour of the local currencies. 

Danish kroner, which closed at 18°205 to the £ on 
the Ist, depreciated to a closing rate of 18°220 during 
the middle of the month, but improved again to 18°208 
at the end of the month. The Prague rate fluetuated 
between 163°688 koruna to the £ at the close on the Ist 
and 164 on the 19th, and remained at the latter figure 
until the end of the month, with the exception of the 
26th, when there was an advance to 164-063. 

The Buenos Aires dollar, which was worth 47°406d. at 
the close on the Ist, rose to 47 23-32d. at one time on 
the 8th, a rate slightly above the gold parity, and the 
highest recorded since March, 1921. This improvement 
was mainly due to the heavy shipments of grain. A 
temporary set-back occurred after the 8th, a closing 
quotation of 47°406 being recorded on the 11th. The 
closing rate on the last four days of March was 47°531. 
The yen fluctuated between closing rates of 24°219d. on 
the Ist, 24°359d. in the middle of the month and 24°250d. 
on the 31st.

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GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 
AGE GROUPS OF BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS, 


In the ‘‘ Journal’’ of last week (pages 351-6) par- 
ticulars were given as to the occupations of British 
migrants, of 18 years of age and upwards, between 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland and non-European 
countries in 1926. The emigrants from and immigrants 
into Great Britain and Northern Ireland, including 
those under 18 years of age, who were British subjects, 
have been classified into seven age groups, and the 
results are shown in the tables which follow. Similar 
particulars for 1922, 1923 and 1924 in respect of the 
British Isles (Great Britain, Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Free State) were published in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 
3rd September, 1925 (pages 258-261). 

The first table is a summary table by age groups of all 
British emigrants and immigrants. It shows that of 
the emigrants from Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland persons of 18 to 30 years accounted for a con- 
siderable proportion of the total in each of the years 
1925 and 1926. About 42 per cent. of the males and 
37 per cent. of the females whose ages were stated fell 
within these limits in each of these years; 28 per cent. 
of the males and about 20 per cent. of the females in 
1925 and 1926 were between the ages of 18 and 25 years. 
The proportion of persons of 31 years of age and over 
was, for the two sexes together, about the same in 1926 
as in 1925, the percentage for males being 30 in each

From these figures it appears that of the outward 
balance of men over 18 years of age nearly 70 per cent. 
in 1926 and nearly 76 per cent. in 1925 occurred among 
those between 18 and 30 years old, while among women 
the corresponding proportion between these ages was 
about 60 per cent. in each year.

Separate figures for the three divisions—i.e., England 
and Wales, Scotland, and Northern Ireland—of the 
United Kingdom show considerable variations in the 
proportions in the several age groups. The most note- 
worthy feature is the relatively high proportion of per- 
sons of 18 to 30 years of age among the emigrants from 
Northern Ireland. In 1926 56 per cent. of all the 
male emigrants and 47 per cent. of all the female 
emigrants from Northern Ireland were between these 
ages, while for Scotland the corresponding percentages 
were 44 and 40, and for England and Wales 40 and 34 
respectively. Of the individual age groups that of 
21-25 for males showed in 1926 percentages of 27, 21 and 
17 of the total male emigrants from Northern Ireland, 
from Scotland, and from England and Wales respec- 
tively. 

In the return movement those over 30 years of age 
accounted for about half the total immigrants into each 
division of the United Kingdom among both males and 
females.

Notes on Trade. 


BRITISH STANDARD GEAR WHEELS AND 
PINIONS. 


A British standard specification for gear wheels and 
pinions for electric tramways has recently been issued by 
the British Engineering Standards Association. 

A large number of gear wheels and pinions have 
already been made to this specification, and it has been 
established that these are superior to those previously 
manufactured, proving to be very silent in operation, 
and showing less wear than in the past had been accepted 
as inevitable. In addition to standard sizes and 
formule for tooth form, specifications of materials and 
heat are included for the following :—(1) Case-hardened 
forged gear wheels and pinions; (2) case-hardened cast 
gear wheels; (3) ‘‘ 45 ’’ carbon steel forged gear wheels 
and pinions (water-hardened and tempered); and (4) 
cast gear wheels (water-hardened and tempered). There 
should therefore be no difficulty for tramway engineers 
to select the material best suited to their individual 
requirements and conditions of running.

AUSTRALIAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for Australia in London 
reports that on 17th and 19th March the following quan- 
tities of Australian produce were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports :—Beef, crops, 4,687 ; beef, hinds, 2,817 ;

bales, 1,769; sheepskins, number 27,458 ; wheat, centals, 
156,169; calves’ livers, cases, 129; meat extract, cases, 
80; oleo stearine, casks, 23; honey, lbs., 47,454; dried 
milk, cases, 211; apples, cases, 78,805 ; apples, half cases, 
594; pears, cases, 1,915; pears, half cases, 4,861; pears, 
trays, 7,899; grapes, cases, 100; sultanas, lbs., 485,104 ; 
currants, lbs., 401,904; and flour, centals, 52,329. 





CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 17th and 23rd March 5,800 barrels and 5,300 
boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to United King- 
dom ports. The total exports of apples from Canada 
this season up to 17th March amounted to 652,665 
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barrels, 10,030 half-barrels, and 848,796 boxes, as com- 
pared with 1,118,469 barrels, 13,828 half-barrels, and 
628,149 boxes during the same period last season. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
week ended 26th March the following quantities of 
South African Produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports: —-Wool, scoured, 425 bales; wool, grease, 3,636 
bales; mohair, 111 bales; hides, wet, 750 bales; hides, 
dried, 747 bales; sheepskins, 732 bales; goatskins, 58 
bales; calfskins, 14 bales; wattle bark, 43 tons; leaf 
tobacco, 434 bales; tobacco, 3 cases; buchu, 2 bales. 
In addition, the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped to the United Kingdom:—Grapes, 67,224; 
pears, 23,090; plums, 5,022; peaches, 1,205; apples, 
786; granadillas, 25; egg fruit, 59; chillies, 2; 
persimmons, 45; avocado pears, 36; pines, 1,386; 
sultanas, 3,944; raisins, 1,500; and dried apricots, 700. 





CROP PROSPECTS IN TANGANYIKA 
TERRITORY. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has cabled as 
follows regarding the prospects of the crops in Tan- 
ganyika Territory :—North and Central Coast Areas.— 
Rains good; planting proceeding well. Along Central 
Railway Line and from Tabora Shinyanga to Mwanza.— 
Early plantings partly failed owing drought; sub- 
sequent good rain, allowing fresh cotton planting, and 
prospects in these areas improving generally. Moshi 
and Arusha.—Coffee and Maize Districts: Good rains 
and crops flourishing. Iringa Area.—Rains good and 
all crops doing well. 





LATVIAN BUTTER EXPORTS. 

According to the Latvian Butter Control Department, 
10,510 casks, containing 516,084 kilogs. of butter for 
export, were registered and examined at the control 
station in February, as against 10,526 casks in January 
and 10,316 casks in February, 1926. The butter exports 
in February totalled 10,199 casks, containing 522,193 
kilogs., of which 9,985 casks went to Germany, 174 casks 
to Denmark, and 40 casks to Poland.

CONSULAR FEES ON SHIPMENTS 
TO MEXICO. 


The Consulate-General of Mexico in London, in a 
notice dated 30th March, intimates that in accordance 
with a recent Decree issued by the Mexican Government 
the Consular duties have been altered, and that from 
Ist April new duties were to come into force, these 
being as follows: — 

1. On shipments of merchandise which, according to 
the Mexican Customs Tariff, are subject to import duties 
the Consular fee will be 10 per cent. of the f.o.b. (port 
of shipment) value of the Consular invoice. 

2. On shipments of merchandise which are free of 
import duties the Consular fee will remain as before, 
i.e., will be 5 per cent. of the f.o.b. (port of shipment) 
value of the Consular invoice. 

When making shipments to Mexico, therefore, care 
must be taken to make separate invoices according to 
the different percentages to be applied to the different 


goods shipped.

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TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
Toronto. 

According to a report issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, construction contracts in January were 32 
per cent. higher than in January last year and 
were the largest for the month since 1913. This 
result was attained partly, however, through the 
placing of a six million dollars contract for a lumber 
mill in North-Western Ontario. Revenue car _load- 
ings in the first six weeks of 1927 were consistently 
higher than in the same weeks of the preceding year. 
Industrial employment on Ist February indicated a marked 
confidence in the future by employers in most lines of 
‘business enterprise. The dollar volume of business in 
January as measured by bank debits was much in excess of 
the corresponding months in the three preceding years. 
Each of the three factors, representative of the several phases 
of business conditions in Canada, showed moderate increases 
in the month under review. The index of prices of indus- 
trial stocks traded on the Montreal and Toronto exchanges 
reached the highest level in history. Wholesale prices were 
slightly more than maintained in January, the index indi- 
cating that prices are now nearly as low as at any other time 
since the war. 

TRapE BALANCE OF THE DOMINION. 

A decrease of more than 100 million dols. in Canada’s 
favourable balance of trade since a year ago is disclosed in 
the official summary of the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce, Ottawa, for the twelve-month period ended with 31st 
January. The explanation is that imports into Canada are 
increasing, while exports show a decrease. In spite of this 
trend in the trade of the Dominion, however, Canada still 
enjoys a favourable balance of 250 million dols. in her trade 
with the rest of the world. For the period under review 
her total exports were valued at 1,267,297,849 dols.,.and her 
total imports at 1,017,411,401 dols., the excess of exports 
over imports being 250,546,448 dols. For the corresponding 
period ended with January, 1926, exports totalled 
1,280,358,661 dols., and imports 901,553,988 dols. The 
Dominion’s total trade for the last three years shows the 
following:—Twelve months ended January, 1925, 
1,876,208,174 dols.; 1926, 2,194,369,339 dols.; 1927, 
2,300,901,019 dols. 

Decreases in exports to the United Kingdom and _ the 
United States are largely responsible for the decline in the 
favourable trade balance. Exports to the United States 
during the twelve months ended January, 1927, showed a 
decrease of 7,000,000 dols. as compared with the corre- 
sponding period ended January, 1926, while exports to the 
United Kingdom showed a drop of more than 40 million 
dols. At the same time imports from the United Kingdom 
made a slight gain, while those from the United States 
increased nearly 90 million dols. 

The total trade with British Empire countries for the 
twelve months was 765 million dols., and with the United 
States 1,141 million dols. Canada sold British Empire 
countries more than twice as much as she purchased from 
them, but Canadian exports to the United States totalled 
only 465 million dols., as against imports of 676 million dols. 
The increase in imports appears to have been largely in 
metals and iron, more than 273 million dols. worth of metals 
being imported in the twelve-month period ended with 
January, 1927, as compared with 217 million dols. in the 
previous twelve months, and 177 million dols. in the twelve- 
month period ended with January, 1925. Imports of iron 
increased from 221 million dols. during the past year. 
Canada also imported 55 million dols. worth of vehicles 
during the period surveyed as against 37,212,450 dols. in 
the previous twelve months. Passenger automobiles 
accounted for 21,762,000 dols., and automobile parts for 
28,027,408 dols. 

Among the principal Canadian commodities exported 
during the period were 25,012,054 dols. worth of beverages, 
including more than five million dols. worth of ale and beer, 
and nearly 19 million dols. worth of whisky. These exports 
showed an increase of more than five million dols. as com- 
pared with the previous year, and the bulk of them went 
to the United States. 

EMPLOYMENT. 


There was an increase in employment at the beginning 
of February, although the situation was still affected to 
some extent by inventory shut-downs, and more so by con- 
tinned seasonal slackness in the out-of-door industries. 
Employment, however, was in much greater volume than 
on the same date in any of the six preceding years. ‘The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 5,817 
firms, whose staffs totalled 788,887 persons as compared with 
784.484 on 1st January. The index number stood at 95°4

on the date under review, while in the preceding month it 
was 94°8, and on Ist February of last year, 1925 and 1924, 
it was 90°7, 86°1 and 90°6 respectively. Substantial recovery 
was shown in manufacturing, and logging also reported 
improvement. Qn the other hand, construction, trade and 
transportation registered large seasonal declines. 


BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION. 

There was a seasonal decline in the value of the building 
permits issued by 63 cities during January as compared with 
the preceding month, but the aggregate was higher than in 
January, 1926. The co-operating municipalities reported 
permits for building estimated to cost 5,429,299 dols. as 
compared with 11,508,818 dols. in December, 1926, and 
4,719,534 dols. in the corresponding month of last year. 
There was, therefore, a reduction of 52°8 per cent. in the 
former, but an increase of 15:0 per cent. in the latter, and 
more significant comparison. Some 450 cities furnished 
detailed statements showing that they had granted almost 
500 permits for dwellings valued at 1,980,000 dols., and 
nearly 950 permits for other buildings estimated to cost 
approximately 3,150,000 dols. In December authority was 
granted for the erection of some 500 dwellings and 900 other 
buildings estimated at approximately 3,300,000 dols. and 
7,000,000 dols. respectively. 

PULP AND PAPER. 

The report issued by the Canadian Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation shows that exports of pulp and paper from Canada 
during January were valued at 13,449,017 dols. as compared 
with 13,191,885 dols. a year earlier. Wood-pulp exports 
for the month were valued at 3,665,055 dols., and exports 
of paper at 9,783,962 dols., as against 4,246,730 dols. and 
8,945,155 dols. respectively in January, 1926. Details for 
the various grades are as follows :—

For the twelve months ended 31st January last the total 
value of the exports of pulp and paper was 173,748,767 dols., 
which was a notable increase over the value for the similar 
period preceding, for which the total value was 156,477,943 
dols. The greatest gain was in the exports of paper, which 
were valued at 122,253,320 dols. as compared with 
107,653,597 dols. in the previous twelve months, while pulp 
exports increased in value from 48,824,346 dols. to 
51,495,447 dols. Details for the two periods are as

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AUTOMOBILE PRODUCTION AND IMPORTS. 


Production of automobiles in Canada in January 
amounted to 15,376 cars, an increase of 98 per cent. over 
the 7,752 units of the previous month, but slightly lower 
than the output of 15,479 units made in January, 1926. Of 
the total output during the month under review 49 per 
cent., or 7,593 cars, were produced for export and the 
balance of 7,783 cars were intended for sale in Canada. 

Compared with January of last year, the month’s output 
of passenger cars showed a decline in number of 11 per 
cent.; production of trucks was down 25 per cent., while 
the output of chassis was increased by 70 per cent. Pro- 
duction of closed car models rose to 5,547 from 3,582, while 
open passenger cars dropped to 3,877 from 7,061; chassis 
advanced to 4,158 from 2,447; the number of trucks declined 
to 1,792 from 2,374, and only two taxi-cabs or omnibuses 
ane made during the month as against 15 in January, 

According to Customs records a total of 1,019 automobiles 
were imported into Canada during January, as compared 
with 764 in December and 691 in January of last year. 
Exports cleared from Canadian ports numbered 7,480 cars 
against 5,642 in December and 5,159 in January, 1926. Re- 
exports of imported cars totalled 14 during the month. The 
number of motor cars needed to meet the Canadian demand 
may be computed by adding the imports of 1,019 cars to 
the 7,783 cars which were produced for sale in Canada; this 
makes an available supply during the month of 8,802 cars, 
but as 14 of the imported cars were re-exported the apparent 
consumption in Canada during January was 8,788 cars.

CEYLON. 





IMPORT TRADE IN 1926. 


According to a Report issued by the Céylon Chamber of 
Commerce and published in the ‘‘ Ceylon Observer,’’ the 
British coal trouble of 1926 had one beneficial effect upon the 
trade of the island—it automatically checked, by reason of 
non-guarantee of shipment, the always prominent tendency 
among dealers to over-trade, at least so far as textile goods 
are concerned. The trend of the cotton market, respondent 
to the huge American crop, destroyed confidence, however, 
and the long deferred hope that India would figure largely 
in the year’s proceedings was doomed to further disappoint- 
ment, while China was practically non-existent as a piece- 
goods outlet owing to continued domestic strife. 

Imports of piece-goods into Ceylon during 1926 totalled 
much about the same as in the previous year, and although, 
as the foregoing remarks would indicate, the figures for the 
United Kingdom alone were smaller, this shortage was 
counterbalanced by a corresponding increase in the total 
imports from other countries. At the end of the year, how- 
ever, stocks were quite reasonable, being if anything, rather 
on the small side. The following are the comparative 
figures of the value of receipts during the past four years :—

The outlook for 1927 is better in many respects than for 
several years past, chiefly owing to the fact that the price of 
cotton has reached the pre-war level. India at least will 
appreciate this and in the opinion of many will figure largely 
in the buying market before long. — 

COAL AND THE BritisH STOPPAGE. 


Imports of coal from all sources last year totalled 
497,542 tons, and were approximately 34,000 tons less than in 
1925 and 64,000 tons less than in 1924. The quantity from 
South Africa was much about the same at 279,217 tons 
as against 284,944 tons in 1925, while Indian and Japanese 
coal show increases of some 31,000 tons and 6,000 tons at 
131,616 tons and 10,196 tons against 100,665 tons and 4,665 
tons respectively. Only about half the quantity of British 
coal, viz., 76,513 tons, was imported in 1926 as against the 
previous year (141,409 tons), this being due to the prolonged 
trouble at home. 

Coal supplied at Colombo in 1926 amounted to 528,222 tons 
as compared with 536,836 tons in 1925. 
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KEROSENE O11 AND Liqurip FUEL. 


Imports of kerosene oil during the past year were slightly 
less than those recorded for 1925 at 6,880,842 gallons as 
compared with nearly 6,981,055 gallons. Trade continues to 
expand in spite of the increasing number of small electric 
lighting plants which are being installed in the various parts 
of the island, and the deliveries into consumption over the 
year show an increase of 9 per cent. 

A little over 48 million gallons of liquid fuel were imported 
as against 395 million gallons last year. The inland trade 
continues to increase, and there can be no doubt that 
liquid fuel is gradually replacing firewood. The total 
amount delivered into ships’ bunkers was 161,635 tons as 
against 139,227 tons in 1925 and 137,594 tons in 1924. This 
may be regarded as a normal increase and not due in any 
way to the shortage of coal as the result of the British coal 


stoppage. 
IRON AND STEEL IMPORTS. 


Anticipalions at the beginning of 1926 of substantial trade 
revival were completely shattered by the general strike and 
later by the long drawn out coal struggle in the United 
Kingdom. Business conditions at the end of the year 
pointed, however, to exceptionally bright prospects for 1927 
and almost greater possibilities of really sound trade than 
has existed since the war. 

Supplies of pig iron during the earlier part of the year 
were regular at steady prices, but in the autumn, owing to 
lack of fuel, the market rose and remained at a fixed rate 
until the end of the year. Imports in 1926 amounted to 
some 600 tons, an increase of approximately 50 per cent. 
over the previous year. 

Finished iron and steel, rolled steel joists, angles and tees 
showed unsatisfactory results, the majority of the British 
works being either closed down or using highly priced 
foreign fuel, with a resultant increase in market rates. 
Imports into Ceylon were practically the same in quantity 
as during the previous year. The same remarks apply to 
iron and steel plates and sheets, except that there was a 
slight fall in market rates at the close of the year. 

For galvanised corrugated iron the year opened under 
bright conditions but the labour troubles referred to resulted 
in most of the principal works closing down. As soon as 
fuel supplies from abroad became available business was 
done at increased rates, but with the termination of the 
coal stoppage the market eased, and prospects for 1927 are 
exceedingly good. Imports in 1926 showed a slight decrease 
from those in 1925. 

Ample stocks of English pig lead were available at the 
end of the year, although market prices had fallen. Prices 
for copper and brass had not recovered at the close of the 
year. 

TEA AND RuBBER CHESTS. 


The average c.i.f. cost of chests was about 15 per cent. 
higher during 1926 than the previous year, but this had no 
effect on the quantity imported, which reached over 23 
million chests, an increase of about 14 per cent. over the 
1925 total. Imports of patent packages in 1926 show a sub- 
stantial increase over the previous year at 1,060,492, as 
against 714,739. Purchasers of tea lead were able to buy 
their requirements at considerably cheaper rates during 
1926, the average price being about Rs.674 per ton, or about 
Rs.50 per ton lower than the average for 1925. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has forwarded a 
cable giving the following official figures of the trade of 
Kenya and Uganda during 1926 :— 

The total imports of Kenya and Uganda for 1926 were 
valued at £6,319,142, against £6,873,488 for 1925, showing a 
decrease of £554,346. These figures are home consumption 
imports only, and exclude Government specie and stores 
and produce from Tanganyika for subsequent re-expor- 
tation. 

The total domestic exports from Kenya in 1926 were 
valued at £2,412,962, as compared with £2,724,629 in the 
previous year, a decline of £311,667. The total domestic 
exports from Uganda in 1926 were valued at £3,597,433, 
against £5,097,215 in 1926, a decrease of £1,499,782. 

In regard to imports it is pleasing to note that Great 
Britain increased her proportion slightly from 45 per cent. 
in 1925 to 46 per cent. in 1926.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


Trade statistics recently issued by the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce show that in February 
last imports and exports were valued at £4,490,119 and 
£2,899,569, as compared with £4,806,285 and £2,753,369 
respectively in February, 1926. It will be seen, therefore, 
that while imports have declined exports show an increase.

AUSTRIA. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 


The foreign trade balance in 1926 showed a deficit of 1,076 
million schillings, or nearly 32 million pounds, an increase 
of about 4 million pounds as compared with 1925, states the 
Anglo-International Bank, Limited, London. Imports last 
year totalled 2,805 million schillings as against 2,891 million 
schillings in 1925, while exports amounted to 1,728 million 
schillings and 1,954 million schillings respectively. 
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Imports from Czechoslovakia fell off last year by 30 million 
schillings, while Austria’s exports to that country declined 
by 8 million schillings. The most striking reduction, how- 
ever, was in the Austrian exports to Germany, which were 
smaller by one-third, and those to Poland, which decreased 
by more than one-half, as compared with 1925. 

A scrutiny of the foreign trade returns for last year dis- 
closes the fact that imports of productive goods receded 
throughout; on the other hand, imports of goods for con- 
sumption, and particularly live stock, foodstuffs and table 
luxuries, increased, the two latter commodities by no less 
than 10 per cent. as compared with 1925. The percentual 
increase in quantity of the imports was considerably higher 
than that of value, and thus importation of cheaper goods 
is considered a sign that there is an international reduction 
of prices. In regard to exports there was in general an 
increase of overseas exports; for example, those to the United 
States rose by more than 40 per cent., and to Japan by 
about 20 per cent. Exports to the Soviet Union remained, 
on the whole, unaltered. Imports from overseas have, on 
the contrary, declined considerably. Orders for deliveries of 
grain, meat and cattle, which hitherto had been given to 
the United States, Argentina and Brazil, were in 1926 mostly 
transferred to Hungary, Jugo-Slavia and Roumania. 
Imports from these three countries rose by 25 million 
schillings, 33 million schillings and 27 million schillings 
respectively, whereas imports from the United States, Argen- 
tina and Brazil were smaller by 74 million schillings, 38 
million schillings and 15 million schillings respectively. 

The set-back experienced by Austria’s exports through the 
loss of certain German and Polish markets could be com- 
pensated to only a small degree by increased exports to 
Hungary and Switzerland, and it was only during the second 
half of 1926, after the new Trade Agreement came into opera- 
tion, that there was a small rise in exports to Hungary. 





FRANCE. 


DISTRIBUTION OF FOREIGN TRADE, 
JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 
(From the British Ambassador. )

The returns of French foreign trade with individual coun- 
lries, as summarised in the daily press, show that the value 
of imports from Great Britain during the first two months 
of 1927 amounted to 954 million francs, a decrease of 269 
million frs. on the figures for the corresponding period of 
1926. There was a rise in the value of imports from Germany 
of 223 million frs., from the United States of 124 million 
frs., and from Belgium and Luxemburg of 11 million frs., 
but a fall in those from Switzerland, Italy, Brazil and 
Argentina. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain for the first 
two months of the year amounted to 1,736 million frs., an 
increase of 246 million frs. on the total for the first two 
months of 1926. There was an advance in exports to Ger- 
many, Spain, Brazil, Argentina and Canada, but a decline 
in those to Belgium and Luxemburg, Switzerland, Italy and 
the United States. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries in the 
first two months of 1927 totalled 7,940 million frs., as against 
8 624 million frs, in the same two months of 1926, a decrease 
of 684 million frs., and that of exports to 7,941} million frs., 
as against 7,150 million frs., an increase of about 790 million 
frs. French imports from her colonies and protectorates 
amounted to 919 million frs., as against 930 million frs., a 
decrease of 11 million frs., and her exports to 1,364 million 
frs., as against 1,182 million frs., an increase of 232 million 
frs. 
French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed a favourable balance in the first two months of this 
year of 14 million frs., whereas in the first two months of 
1926 there was an unfavourable balance of 1,474 million frs. 
Her visible trade with her colonies and protectorates showed 
a favourable balance of 445 million frs., as against 202 
million frs, in the corresponding period of last year. 





SWEDEN. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 
(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London.) 
The total estimated value of imports and exports during 
the year under review was 1,492°8 million kronor and 
1,416°9 million kr., as against 1,446°4 million kr. and 
1,359°8 million kr. in 1925, an adverse trade balance for the 
year under review of about 75 million kr., states the 
‘Swedish Economic Review.’’ With regard to approximate 
quantitative changes from 1925 to 1926 for the more 1m- 
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portant groups of goods, it may be pointed out that, among 
the import groups, animal foodstuffs, grain, etc., hides and 
Skins and rubber manufactures, show a certain decline, 
while, especially for Colonial goods, fruits, oils, seeds and oil 
cakes, etc., yarns and textiles, a notable rise is to be ob- 
served. Among exports a decline is to be noted for living 
animals, raw materials and timber, and iron and steel. The 
following table gives particulars of the leading imports and

(as compared with 7,755,042 kilogs. in 1925); kapoh, 358,415 
kilogs. (299,022 kilogs.); pepper, 1,871,408 kilogs. (2,959,437 
kilogs.); rubber, 3,442,298 kilogs. (3,180,252 kilogs.); 
patchouli-leaves, 447,407 kilogs. (399,705 kilogs.); and nut- 
megs, 99,011 kilogs. (90,745 kilogs.). 

Other articles of export from this little-developed pro- 
vince are mainly of local interest, e.g., bark, areca nuts, 
rattans, matting, damar, coconut oil, fish, timber and shell.

MOTOR VEHICLE TAX RECEIPTS IN GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


The Minister of Transport has furnished figures of the 
number of motor, etc., licences issued form Ist December, 
1926, to 28th February, 1927, and of the tax collected in that 
period in Great Britain as returned by local authorities 
together with the approximate number of licences current 
on 28th February. 

The total gross receipts shown in these returns amount to 
£14,330,116. Rebates al!owed in respect of pre-1913,engines 
in the period amount approximately to £36,000. About 
£36,000 was refunded in respect of the surrender of 4,864 
licences under Section 18 (1) of the Finance Act, 1924, and 
the gross receipts are subject to further adjustments as 
regards other refunds. 

The total number of motor vehicles, excluding tramcars 
and trade licences in respect of which licences were current 
on 28th February, may be taken as 1,294,000, including 
572,000 cars taxed on horse-power, 357,000 cycles, 259,000 
goods vehicles and 74,000 motor hackneys. 

The average receipt in respect of a whole year licence was 
£14 7s. 6d. for cars taxed on horse-power, £2 14s. for cycles, 
£20 7s. for electric goods vehicles, £28 11s, 6d. for other 
goods vehicles, and £46 19s. for motor hackneys.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1927-28. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded a 
copy of the speeches recently delivered in the Legislative 
Assembly and the Council of State by Sir Charles Innes, the 
Railway Member, and Sir Clement Hindley, Chief Commis- 
sioner for Railways, upon the introduction and presentation 
of the Railway Budget for the year 1927-28. It would appear 
therefrom that the probable financial results of the current 
year are not so favourable as anticipated, while it is esti- 
mated that the total net gain is likely to be Rs.277 lakhs 
below the budget estimate, viz., RKs.871 lakhs as compared 
with a net gain of Rs.594 lakhs. The Railway Member ex- 
plained that this disparity was due to floods, chiefly in 
Burma, and an unsatisfactory cotton crop, particularly in 
the Punjab, also general slackness in trade evidenced by the 
fact that up to the end of December last their total foreign 
trade was nearly 50 crores less than in 1925-26 and 60 crores 
less than in 1924-25. 

The Chief Commisioner in his speech stated that the 
Railway Board will not have to purchase any new general 
service ‘broad gauge wagons either as additions or renewals 
for next year, and most probably for the year after as well, 
and perhaps for some years thereafter. This is due to the 
measures taken to speed up movement and improved 
methods of handling. Experimental schemes are still being 
carried out towards the standardisation of locomotives. It 
is expected that the first engines for trial under construction 
in the United Kingdom will be received in May next. To 
meet the requirements of certain railways a few additional 
engines of these types will be ordered during the coming 
vear, but until the new models have been tried out it is not 
intended to order any large quantity.

RAILWAY RETURNS FOR JANUARY. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
TORONTO. 


An increase in gross earnings, an advance in net earnings, 
and a diminution’in the operating ratio for January are 
shown in a statement issued by the Canadian National 
Railways. During the month the gross earnings of the 
Canadian National Railways, including the Grand Trunk 
System Lines in the United States, reached a total of 
20,168,259 dols. as compared with 18,701,154 dols. in 
January, 1926, or an increase of 1,467,104 dols. Working 
expenses amounted to 18,133,905 dols. against 16,972,772 
dols., an increase of 1,161,132 dols. Net earnings totalled 
2,034,353 dols. against 1,728,381 dols., an increase of 
305,971 dols. or 17°70 per cent. 

While the gross earnings of the system increased by 7°84 
per cent, in January last when compared with the total for

January of the previous year, the working expenses

WORKING OF THE STATE RAILWAYS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague has forwarded 
a copy of the Annual Report of the Czechoslovak State Rai!- 
roads for the year 1925, which takes the place of the previous 
volumes of statistics owing to the ‘‘ commercialisation ’’ of 
the railroads as from lst January, 1925. The form of the 
matter and the methods of compilation of the statistics have 
been altered very considerably from those of previous years. 
Certain items have been included which are not traceable 
in the statistics for previous years, so that any comparison 
made is to some extent illusory. The figures for total 
operating receipts and expenses as compared with those for 
the year 1924 are, however, as follows :—

For the first time it has been possible to trace certain 
debits which have been charged to operating expenses 
under the heading of ‘‘ interest and amortisation services 
on the debt of the railroads’”’ to the extent of 304 miliion 
crs. Details of the various amounts making up this charge 
on the operating expenses are given in the Report. It will 
be seen that the railroads are paying 6 per cent. on Treasury 
bills to the capital amount of 2,461 million crs., as well as 
8 per cent. interest on money used by them from foreign 
loans and 6 per cent. interest on the transport joan. The 
total charge made under this heading of interest and 
amortisation is 304 million crs. 

In the Budget Estimates of the railroads for the year 
1927 this debt charge for amortisation and interest is placed 
at 400 million crs., so that the operating surplus of 19265 
amounting to 77 million crs. would have been swallowed 
up by 1927 unless the railroads are working more efficiently 
than in 1925. The operating surplus shown for 1925 in 
contradistinction to the deficit in 1924 was to be expected 
in view of the fact that the general industrial situation in 
Czechoslovakia during 1925 was very good. 

The Report contains certain points of interest, notably 
Chart No. 9, which shows the progress made in the reduc- 
tion of the normal coal consumption per locomotive kilo- 
metre. In 1920 this is given as 41°1 kilogs., whereas by the 
year 1925 it had been reduced to 27-7 kilogs. Chart No. 28 
gives a graphic analysis of the operating receipts and 
expenses showing the various branches of the services, the 
receipts from which and the expenses for which make up 
these totals.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN FEBRUARY. 


(From the British Consul-General. ) 
HAMBURG. 


As compared with January there was a decline of 369 
vessels aggregaling 446,557 tons in the shipping using the 
Kiel Canal in February, but a falling-off in the traffic is 
usual at this time of year. Compared with the correspond- 
ing month of 1926 there was an increase of 642 vessels and 
157.480 tons. The actual figures are as follows :—

Of the 3,145 vessels passing through the canal in the 
month under review 1,459 vessels of 796,308 net registered 
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tons were registered as sea-going steamers. Of these 1,258 
were freight and passenger steamers of 785,099 tons, 70 jish- 
ing steamers of 5,003 tons and 131 steam tugs of 6,296 tons. 
In additiow there were :—1,419 sailing craft of 64,977 tons, 
and 206 lighters and barges of 41,212 tons. 

The German proportion of the tonnage was 53°64 per 
cent, and of the number of vessels 78°44 per cent.

MOVEMENTS OF IRON, STEEL, AND COKE IN 
JANUARY. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
TORONTO. 

Pig iron production in Canada during January amounted 
to 61,717 long tons, marking a decline of 4 per cent. from 
ihe 53,971 tons made in December, 1926; output in January, 
1926, totalled 56,644 tons. Foundry iron at 21,900 tons 
showed some improvement in comparison with the 18,620 
tons made in December, but this gain was more than offset 
by the drop in the production of basic iron to 28,852 tons 
from 35,351 tons. Malleable iron to the extent of 965 tons 
was produced in January as against none in December. 

Blast furnace charges for the month included 91,380 long 
tons of imported iron ore, 59,560 short tons of coke, and 
28,759 short tons of limestone. The average charge for each 
long ton of pig iron produced was 3,958 lbs. of imported 
ore, 2,303 lbs. of coke, and 1,112 Ibs. of limestone. No 
additional furnaces were blown in during the month, nor 
were any closed down or banked, the same five furnaces 
being in blast on 31st January as at the end of December. 

Ferro-alloys, with an output of 3,926 tons in January, 
showed a slight increase over the 3,804 tons made in 
December. The month’s output consisted mostly of the 
grade having a high maganese content, but small quanti- 
ties of ferro-silicon were also produced. 


STEEL INGOTS AND CASTINGS. 

A slight increase was recorded in the oulput of steel 
ingots and castings during January, 58,551 tons being pro- 
duced in Canadian furnaces as compared with 58,493 tons 
in December and 68,536 tons in January, 1926. Production 
included 55,898 tons of steel ingots and 2,653 tons of direct 
steel castings. Of the steel castings 1,378 tons were made 
in basic open hearth furnaces, 153 tons were convertor cast- 
ings, and the balance, 1,122 tons, was produced in electric 
furnaces. 

COKE. 

Production of coke during the month under review 
amounted to 176,445 tons, an increase of 12 per cent. over 
the 157,107 tons of the previous month, and 14 per cent. 
above the 155,700 tons reported for January, 1926. Com- 
pared with December production from ovens in the Eastern 
Provinces fell off slightly to 46,607 tons from 47,389 tons; 
output from Ontario plants rose to 111,621 tons from 91,701 
tons, and the production in the Western Provinces was 
slightly higher at 18,217 tons as compared with 18,017 tons 
in the preceding month. Disposition of coke by makers 
included 21,394 tons used in the producing companies’ 
coking plants, 73,195 tons delivered to associated 
metallurgical works, and sales of 90,979 tons, making a total 
of 185,568 tons. In December, 1926, the total disposition 
was 170,265 tons. Coke oven charges during the month 
comprised 77,868 tons of Canadian coal and 173,223 tons 
of imported coal, a total of 251,891 tons as compared with 
237,250 tons in December. The average vield of coke was 
1,401 lbs. for every ton of coal charged to ovens. 

Imports of coke during January totalled 56,273 tons, 
which with the Canadian production of 176,445 tons made 
an available supply of 232,718 tons, but as 15,117 tons were 
exported the apparent consumption of coke in Canada in 
January was 217,601 tons. Coke charged to iron blast fur- 
naces in January amounted to 59,560 tons as compared 
with 63,478 tons in the corresponding month of last vear.

ITALY. 








GROWTH OF THE WOOLLEN INDUSTRY. 


The Italian woollen and worsted industry now ranks 
fourth in importance as regards the number of workers 
employed, coming after the silk, cotton and metal industries, 
states the ‘‘ Istituto Nazionale per L’Esportazione,’’ Rome. 
In 1918, when the last official returns were made, the 
woollen and worsted industry employed 65,000 workers, as 
compared with 38,000 in 1907, 30,000 in 1894 and 25,000 in 
1876. The industry now employs in normal times about 
75,000 workers. There are about 1,100 firms engaged in the 
industry, owning 1,200 mills equipped with 50,000 to 70,000 
horse-power. The gross value of the output of the industry 
is estimated at about 2,500 million lire, and supplies nine- 
tenths of the home demand, in addition to supplying an 
important and growing export trade. 

Compared to the 1909-1913 period, exports in 1925 had 
increased at the ratio of 17°3 to 1, while in the case of 
imports the ratio of increase was 4*1 to 1. This means that 
imports had fallen off considerably when the depreciation of 
the lire and the great rise in the cost of wool is taken into 
account. The following table gives a comparison of the 
imports and exports from 1903 to 1926 :—

The average annual value of woollen imports and exports 
during the pre-war period was approximately 46:1 million 
lire and 13:7 million lire respectively. In 1925 the respective 
values had risen to 241°7 million lire and 480-5 million lire. 
Before the war the value of imports was three times that of 
exports, whereas in 1925 the value of exports was twice 
that of imports.

It will be seen from the above table that although exports 
to North and South America have increased in quantity, the 
percentage figure has fallen off very considerably; on the 
other hand, exports to South-Eastern Europe have increased 
greatly both in quantity and as a percentage of the whole. 
In 1926 there was a considerable decline in exports of woollen 
goods to all these countries, with the exception of Turkey. 
On the other hand, exports to the Far East are growing 
steadily, and in 1926 made further notable gains. These 
markets are of growing importance for the Italian textile 
industries. The British and Dutch Indies are now the 
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largest purchasers of Italian woollen goods. Woollen exports 
are slowly recovering lost ground in South America; and in 
the United States there has been a 1,475 per cent. increase as 
compared with 1913. Exports to ‘‘ other countries ’’ are also 
increasing, the figures for the first nine months of 1926 
being four times those for the whole of 1923. ‘This shows 
the tendency of Italian export trade to seek new markets for 
the surplus production of the home industries. The per- 
centage increase of Italian exports of woollen fabrics from 
1913 to 1925 were as follows :—The United States, 1,475 per 
cent.; the United Kingdom, 880; Cuba, 735; British India, 
690; Greece, 610; Turkey in Europe, 435; Turkey in Asia, 225; 
Dutch East Indies, 425; Egypt, 245; Malta, 190; Peru, 180; 
Switzerland, 135; Columbia, 115; and Chile, 65 per cent. 

There has been a considerable growth in exports of 
blankets and rugs as compared with pre-war figures; most of 
these are sold to British South Africa, which in 1925 took 
8,730 quintals out of a total of 9,595 quintals. This trade is 
growing rapidly: 1,195 quintals in 1923, 5,268 in 1924, 8,730 
in 1925, and 7,476 in the first nine months of 1926. There 
is also a notable gain in felt exports, which are taken almost 
entirely by the United Kingdom and the United States.

EXPORT OF CANNED FRUITS. 
A recently published Proclamation, issued under the 
provisions of the Canned Fruits Export Control Act, 1926, 
prohibits, as from 14th February, the export from the 
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Commonwealth of any canned fruits except in accordance 
with a licence issued subject to such conditions and resttric- 
tions as are prescribed after recommendation by the Control 
Board. 

A further Proclamation of the same date fixes 14th Feb- 
ruary as the date on which the maximum charge of one- 
fourth of a penny for each thirty ounces of canned fruits, 
provided for by the Canned Fruits Export Charges Act, 1926, 
is to be levied on all canned fruits exported from the Com- 
monwealth.

CONTROL OF TRANSH1IPMENT OF DRUGS. 


A recent Notification (No. 10) of the Finance Department 
(Central Revenues) supersedes the Notification of 19th March, 
1925—see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 23rd April, 1925 (page 454 — 
and, in substitution thereof, prohibits the transhipment at 
any port in British India of any of the undermentioned 
goods, except that the Customs Collector may permit the 
transhipment of any such goods with the exception of 
‘‘ prepared opium ”’ (i.e., opium prepared for smoking) if 
they are covered ‘by an export authorisation or diversion 
certificate granted by or under the authority of the Govern- 
ment of the country from which they have been shipped :— 

Raw opium, prepared opium, coca leaves; medicinal 
opium; crude cocaine and ecgonine: morphine, diacetyl- 
morphine, cocaine and their respective salts; all preparations 
officinal and non-officinal (including the so-called anti-opium 
remedies) containing more than 0°2 per cent. of morphine 
or more than 0:1 per cent. of cocaine; all preparations con- 
taining diacetylmorphine; galenical preparations (extract and 
tincture) of Indian hemp; and Indian hemp (including 
Bhang). Excepl in the case of prepared opium and Indian 
hemp, the foregoing articles shall be interpreted in accord- 
ance with the definitions contained in Article 1 of the Geneva 
Dangerous Drugs Convention of 1925. The words ‘‘ nationa: 
pharmacopoeia’ in that Article shall be interpreted to 
mean ‘‘ British pharmacopeeia.”’ 





SOIL-GRADERS EXEMPTED FROM DUTY. 


In virtue of a Notification (No. 15—Customs of 5th March) 
issued by the Government of India in the Finance Depart- 
ment (Central Revenues), soil-graders have been exempted 
from the import duty leviable thereon under the Indian 
Tariff Act.

LIQUOR CONTROL BILL. 


A Bill has been introduced in the Ontario Legislature 
for the purpose of regulating and controlling the sale of 
liquor in Ontario. The Bill is intended to replace all other 
Provincial legislation in this matter. The principal provi- 
sions of the Bill are individual annual permits to residents 
and monthly permits to visitors. The Commission of Con- 
trol provided for in the Bill is to control the brands and 
prices of liquors to be sold, also hours of sale and amounts 
to be sold at one time. The sale in hotels and drinking in 
public places is prohibited; brewers and distillers can sell 
only to the Commission; and advertising and canvassing are 
prohibited. ‘

Customs Proclamation No. 1 of 1927, dated 4th January 
1927, prohibits the importation into the Territory of New 
Guinea of any lethal firearm from which any shot, bullet 
or other missile can ‘be discharged, and the ammunition for 
use with such firearm, unless the consent in writing of the 
Administrator has first been obtained.

REBATES OF CUSTOMS DUTY. 


Proclamation No. 37 of 1927 issued by the Governor- 
General under the provisions of Section 12 (k) of the Cus- 
toms Tariff Act, 1925, and published in the ‘‘ Gazette ”’ of 
18th February, provides that rebates of the whole of the 
Customs duties otherwise leviable shall be allowed, subject 
to the conditions set out in the Regulations attached to the

MODIFICATION OF THE IMPORT DUTIES ON

sugar, malt, potable spirits, beer, wines and other fermented 
beverages, coal and coke, lime and cement, industrial and 
vegetable oils and greases, paraffin, light oils, mazout and 
other mineral oils, lubricating oils, hops, packages imported 
empty (sacks, barrels, etc.), films and machetes and hoes of 
all kinds.

EXPORT DUTY ON CAULIFLOWERS 
SUSPENDED. 

The French “ Journal Officiel’’ for Ist April contains a 
Decree, dated 3lst March, which suspends the export duty 
of 2 firs. per 100 kilogs. (gross weight) on cauliflowers 
exported from France during the period Ist to 14th April. 


EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN WOOD MODIFIED. 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’’’ for 24th March contains a 
Decree, dated 23rd March, which fixes at 2 frs, per 100 kilogs. 
the export duty on wooden billets in split quarters or logs, 
with a circumference of more than 20 cm. at the thick end. 


FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA (GABOON). 





GENERAL INCREASE OF DUTIES WAIVED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 24th March contains a 
Decree, dated 11th March, which provides that the first 
general increase of French Customs duties by 30 per cent. is 
not to be applied in Gaboon. 

[No1TE.—The Law of 6th April, 1926, which increased the 
French Customs duties by 30 per cent., provided that the 
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increase should apply automatically to the assimilated 
Colonies [i.e., those having the same Customs Tariff as 
France] unless they renounced the benefit of the revision. | 





GREECE. 





CERTIFICATION OF ORIGIN FOR IMPORTED 
TEA. 

As from 15th April, the following regulations will become 
operative as regards the certification of the origin of tea 
imported into Greece :— 

Tea imported from the United Kingdom, whether in 
ordinary transit or after it has been manipulated or blended 
in this country, must be accompanied by a certificate of 


origin issued by a British Chamber of Commerce specifying 


the origin of the tea, and, where applicable, the qualities 
of the blended teas and the amount of increase in the com- 
mercial value of the tea after manipulation or blending. 

As regards tea imported into Greece from ports other than 
in the United Kingdom, a certificate issued by the Customs 
Authorities at the port of transit or by the Greek Consular 
Officer will be required. Certificates of origin issued by any 
authority and simply endorsed (visé) by Greek Consular 
Officers will not be accepted. 





IMPORT OF FRUIT AND VEGETABLES 
PROHIBITED. 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports that the import of fresh fruit and vegetables into 
Greece is to be prohibited as from 15th April. 





ITALY. 





DUTY ON RUBBERED FABRICS FOR CARD 
CLOTHING. 

The ‘* Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’’ (Rome) for 23rd March contains 
a Decree Law dated 17th March which adds a note to No. 847 
of the Italian Customs Tariff providing that rubbered fabrics 
in the piece, destined for the manufacture of card clothing, 
may be admitted at the reduced duty of 40 (gold) lire per 
100 kilogs., under conditions to be determined by the 
Minister of Finance. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome re- 
ports. by telegraph, that the price fixed for the period 38rd 
to 9th April for certificates for the payment of Customs 
duties is 421 lire per 100 lire gold, i.e., the surcharge when 
the duties are paid in paper is 321 per cent. 

(The price of certificates for the previous week was 422 
lire per 100 lire gold).

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF WHEAT. 
The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for 2nd March contains a 
Decree, dated 11th February, which permits the duty-free 
importation into Mexico of 60,000 metric tons of wheat. 





STAMP TAX ON MEDICINES AND TOILET 
PRODUCTS. 


The Mexican Budget Law for 1927 provides for the im- 
position of a stamp tax on all patent medicines, specialities 
and toilet and beauty preparations which are required to be 
registered, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Mexican Sanitary Code. The amount of this tax has been 
fixed by subsequent Decrees at 2 cts. and 5 cts. per unit in 
the case of Mexican and foreign products respectively. The 
units for the purpose of the tax are defined in the Decree, 
and vary from 50 grammes in the case of perfumes to 2,000 
grammes in the case of mineral waters. The tax stamps are 
only to be affixed to products which are recognised as not 
falling within the scope of the prohibitions imposed by the 
Sanitary Code, and lists of products which are so recognised 
are to be issued by the Department of Health.

STAMP TAX ON TOBACCO. 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for 12th February contains 
a Decree, dated 29th January, which increases the stamp 
tax on Mexican tobacco as follows :— 

Cigars.—From 20 to 25 per cent. of the factory price (or its 
equivalent). 

Common or fine cigarettes, sifted and cut tobacco, leaf 
tobacco, chewing tobacco and snuff.—From 10 to 15 per 
cent. of the factory price (or its equivalent). 

Foreign tobacco pays double the above rates. 

The regulations respecting the stamp tax on tobacco have 
been recast by a Law of 23rd February, published in the 
‘* Diario Oficial ’’ of 28th February, but this did not affect 
the rates of the tax. 


POLAND. 





CONTROL OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
POTATOES. 

H.M. Representative at Warsaw reports that an Order was 
published on 15th March requiring consignments of potatoes 
imported into Poland to be accompanied by two copies of a 
certificate issued by the Official Phytopathological Health 
Department or the Plant Protection Service of the exporting 
country attesting that the potatoes are free from black scab 
(synchytrium endobioticum).

METHODS OF OBTAINING INFORMATION AS 

TO THE TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF GOODS. 

H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded a Repor! 
as to the procedure to be followed by persons In applying 
to the Serb-Croat-Slovene Customs Authorities for decisions 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 





as to the Customs duties payable on goods under the Serb- 
Croat-Slovene Customs Tariff. 

The applicant must write to the Customs Office at Bel- 
grade (not to the Direction-General of Customs) asking to be 
informed as to the classification of any particular article. 
The application must bear a tax stamp of the value of 5 
dinars and an additional sum of 100 dinars must be paid at 
the time of making the application. In the case of textile 
material a sample measuring not less than 10 decimetres by 
10 decimetres must be submitted, and in the case of liquids 
like mineral oil which require to be analysed three samples 
of 5 litre each are necessary. For dry chemicals the three 
samples are usually of 50 grammes each. Essences and other 
valuable commodities may be submitted in smaller quanti- 
ties, three samples being again required. The samples are 
sealed when submitted, one being returned to the applicant, 
one sent to the Customs Laboratory and one retained by the 
Customs Bureau. 

One week is the time usually allowed for a reply to the 
application, but in cases where the decision has to be given 
by the Customs Board one month is sometimes required. 

H.M. Representative at Belgrade suggests that British 
firms who have no local agents in the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
Kingdom, or whose agents are unacquainted with the proce- 
dure, could make their applications through Messrs. Lujano- 
vic and Co., of 46, Knez Uihailova ulica, Belgrade, who 
undertake the work of obtaining Customs decisions for a 
reasonable charge. 





SPAIN. 





EXPORT OF EARLY POTATOES. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 27th March contains a Royal 
Order dated 25th March which authorises the export from 
Spain, until 15th August next, of 40,000 metric tons of early 
potatoes, which quantity may be increased to 50,000 metric 
tons if the crop and the needs of home consumers permit. 

Export restricted to certain Custom Houses. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period Ist to 10th April in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver, coins 
or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 7°79 per cent. 

(The surcharge for the previous period was fixed at 11°97 
per cent.) 





VENEZUELA. 





CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The “‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of Venezula for 28th February 
contains a Decree, effective as from 20th March, which alters 
Nos. 401 and 402 of the Venezuelan Customs Tariff to read

IMPORTATION OF NARCISSUS BULBS. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of new regulations, 
effective as from Ist July next, regarding the importation 
of narcissus bulbs into the United States. Imports of these 
bulbs are to be restricted to new varieties and to those that 
are nol available for propagation in the United Siates. Such 
varieties will be perinitted entry in limited quantities only. 
All narcissus bulbs imported must be graded closely as to 
type and size before shipment from abroad. The applica- 
tion for the import permit must indicate the number of 
bulbs, the sizes and the type, i.e., whether the bulbs are 
‘* mother-bulbs,’’ ‘‘ double-nosed bulbs,’’ ‘‘ round bulbs,”’ 
or ‘‘ splits,’’ and the shipment must conform with the 
specifications which will be stated in the permit. Run of 
the field or ungraded bulbs will be refused entry.

IMPORTATION OF INDIAN CORN OR MAIZE, 
BROOM CORN AND SEEDS OF RELATED 
PLANTS. 


Revised regulations, effective as from Ist March, have been 
published regarding the importation of Indian corn or 
maize, broom corn and seeds of related plants. The revised 
regulations provide for the entry of broom corn for manu- 
facturing, brooms or similar articles made of broom corn, 
clean shelled corn and clean seed of the other related plants. 

The important change in the regulations is that permits 
are now required for the entry of corn and the seeds in 
question, for the purpose of enforcing safeguards similar to 
those now enforced to prevent the spread of the European 
corn borer within the United States. The conditions 
governing the entry of broom corn remain substantially 
unchanged.

BUDGET PROPOSALS FOR MODIFICATION OF 
CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town has reported by 
telegram that the Budget introduced on 30th March pro- 
poses a reduction of the Customs duties in respect of a 
number of goods, The telegram mentions the following as 
the most important of the Customs Tariff changes; the rates 
quoled being the proposed new duties :—

Linings, trimmings, canvas, buttons, buckles, for use in 
men and boys’ clothing industry.—Free. 

Dry white and red fead for manufacturing and lead 
ground in oil.—Free. 

It is further stated that a new duty of two shillings per 
100 Ibs. is te ‘be imposed on sheet lead; that the duty on 
preserved cream is to be increased to 3d. per Ib., and that 
the duty on malt is to be increased by a suspended duty of 
one shilling per 100 Ibs.

PROPOSED FOOD, DRUGS AND 
DISINFECTANTS ACT. 


The Union ‘‘ Gazette Extraordinary ”’ for 23rd February 
contains the text of a Bill which has been drawn up for the 
purpose of consolidating and amending the laws for pre- 
venting the importation or sale of food or drugs which are 
unwholesome or adulterated or incorrectly or falsely 
described, for regulating the labelling and sale and for pre- 
venting the incorrect or false description of disinfectants. 

The Bill prescribes when an article of food or a drug shall 
be regarded as adulterated or falsely described, and contains 
provisions in connection with articles of food for regulating 
the use of geographical names and for preventing the em- 
ployment of preservatives or other prohibited substances. 
Food specially intended for the use of invalids or infants 
which contains any preservative other than sugar or com- 
mon salt or other substance which may be prescribed by 
regulation may not be imported, manufactured or sold. 

The provisions prescribed regarding foods and drugs shall, 
so far as they are applicable, extend and apply to soap and 
any ointment, cream, powder, or similar substance for 
application to the skin or hair, or use in connection there- 
with, and also to tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, snuff, chewing 
guin, and any other substance to which they may be applied 
bv the Minister. 

The Bill specifies when a disinfectant will be considered 
as falsely described, and provides for the prohibition of the 
importation into the Union of such disinfectants, as well 
as those not bearing a label stating the names of the active 
ingredients thereof, and the percentage or proportion of 
each or the efficacy of the disinfectant, expressed in definite 
numerical terms, as compared with a standard prescribed 
by regulation, and the name and address of the manufac- 
turer or his agent within the Union. 

The Bill further provides for the taking of samples and in- 
spection and examination of any imported food, drug or dis- 
infectant. Any such article which on examination or 
analysis may be found to be in contravention of the pre- 
scribed conditions may be declared to be forfeited and 
ordered to be destroyed, required to be returned to the 
port of shipment, allowed to be imported after satisfactory 
re-labelling, or otherwise dealt with as directed by the 
Minister of Public Health. 

The Bill proposes to empower the Minister to make re- 
gulations for carrying out the proposed provisions, includ- 
ing the method of labelling articles of food or drugs or dis- 
infectants, or the classes of articles of food or drugs which 
may be exempted from such requirements.

DENMARK. 
PROPOSED ANTI-DUMPING TEGISLATION. 


H.M. Representative at Conenhagen has forwarded trans- 
lation of an Anti-Dumping Bill introduced into the Folket- 
ing on 18th March, which proposes the establishment of a 
Special Committee, with power to recommend increases in 
the Danish Custom duties on imported goods which com- 
pete unfairly with Danish goods. The following is a trans- 
lation of the Bill:— 

ANTI-DUMPING BILL. 
SEcTION 1. 

When firms or organisations representing an important 
Danish productive industry request protection against foreign 
competition which, by reason of the nature of the competition,

unreasonably affects Danish production and causes or threatens 
to cause noticeable shrinkage in the volume of employment in 
the industry concerned, temporary import duties may be 
introduced by provisions of this Law or other State measures 
for the purpose of obviating the unreasonable competition. 


SECTION 2. 

The Minister of State shall set up a committee of three, the 
Minister nominating the chairman, and the Minister of Finance 
and the Minister for Industry, Trade and Navigation each 
nominating a member. 

The members must possess particular practical or theoretical} 
knowledge of industrial conditions. 

Members of the Rigsdag cannot be appointed on the 
Commission. 

The Minister of Finance will place a Customs officer at the 
disposal of the Commission in the capacity of secretary. 

The members of the Commission and civil servants who dea) 
with requests are bound by law to secrecy in regard to 
knowledge coming to them through their investigations. 


SECTION 3. 

Petitions for the introduction of measure provided for by this. 
Law shall be sent to the Minister of State, who shall transmit 
them to the special Committee referred to in paragraph 2, 
which, after investigations, shall make recommendations to the 
Minister for Finance before the expiration of one month. 

If the Committee’s investigations lead them to conclude that 
goods from foreign countries are being imported to the detri- 
ment of the normal Danish turnover in a particular field of 
industry, thereby causing a reduction in employment, or that 
such foreign competition threatens employment in_ those 
branches, the following further information shall be called 
for :— 

(a) Whether import takes place at prices which are under 
the corresponding sale price in the country of production, 

(4) whether the said import is supported by export bounties, 
subsidies or other special advantages, which can be regarded 
as unfair competition from foreign countries, . 

(c) or whether it is supported by the low value of the 
currency of the exporting country as compared with that of 
Danish currency. 

SECTION 4. 

If the Investigation Committee are of opinion that such 
foreign competition is active and due to one of the conditions 
mentioned in paragraph 3, and consider that such competition 
can be countered by temporary import duties or other 
measures, the Committee shall make representations as to the 
degree, extent and period of validity of import duties or othe: 
measures for countering the competition. 

Section 5. 

In so far as the Investigation Committee advise the _ intro- 
duction of temporary customs duties, temporary duties in 
excess of the present duties may be placed on goods produced 
in the respective foreign countries, after negotiations with the 
Danish Minister concerned and in agreement with a special 
committee of fifteen members. 

If the Committee advise the introduction of other additional 
or other sole measures, the Minister of State is authorised to 
adopt them after negotiations with the Minister of Finance and 
other Ministers concerned, and in agreement with the afore 
mentioned special committee of fifteen members. 

At the same time the Minister concerned is authorised to 
introduce such measures as may be necessary to prevent the 
circumvention of the measures. 

The period of validity of the measures may not be longer 
than two years. The Minister’s decision shall be made known 
in each separate case within fourteen days after the Committee 
has given its conclusions. 

SECTION 6. 

Immediately a measure has been drawn up it shall be 
presented to the Rigsdag for assent, and in the event of 2 
measure being drawn up while the Rigsdag is not in session 
it shall come before the next first assembly. Failing assent 
of the Rigsdag before the end of a session the measure is to be 
abandoned. Measures drawn up in accordance with this Law 
shall be first presented to the Folketing.
